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ORDINANCE NO. 90-18 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 

PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF ORDINANCE NO.72-8, 

WHICH HAD PROVIDED FUNDING BY PALM BEACH 
COUNTY FOR SCHOOL CROSSING GUARDS WITHIN 
MUNICIPALITIES, SO THAT MUNICIPALITIES SHALL 
BE SOLELY RESPONSIBLE FOR FUNDING SCHOOL 
CROSSING GUARDS WITHIN THEIR MUNICIPAL 
BOUNDARIES; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
CONFLICTING LAWS; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN 
CODE; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING 
FOR APPLICABILITY; PROVIDING FOR EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 

WHEREAS, Ordinance No. 72-8 imposed certain funding 
responsibilities upon Palm Beach County in reference to providing 
for funding of school crossing guards within municipalities; and 
WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, has found and determined that municipalities 
should be financially responsible for providing funding for school 
crossing guards within the municipal boundaries; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County will continue to provide 
appropriate funding for school crossing guards in the 
unincorporated areas of Palm Beach County and will not utilize ad 
valorem taxation within incorporated areas to raise said funds. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

SECTION 1. Repealer: Ordinance No. 72-8 entitled "An 

Ordinance Providing for School Crossing Guards for Municipalities 
within Palm Beach County; Providing for Definitions; Providing for 
Application; Providing that Sheriff make Recommendations to Board 
of County Commissioners; Providing that Guards be Employees of 
Municipalities; Providing for Funding of School Crossing Guards; 
Providing for Reimbursement to Municipalities; Providing for 
Inclusion in Code; Providing for Severability; Providing for an 
Effective Date" be and the same is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. Applicability: This Ordinance shall apply to 

the total unincorporated area of Palm Beach County, and the 
incorporated area of Palm Beach County to the extent permissible 
under Article VIII, Section 1(f) of the Constitution of the State 


of Florida.

SECTION 3. Inclusion in Code: It is the intention of the Board 
of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County and it is hereby 
ordained that the provisions of this ordinance shall become and be 
made a part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach 
County, Florida; and the sections of the ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such intention; and that the 
word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article" or other 
appropriate word. 

SECTION 4. Severability: If any section, subsection, sentence, 
clause or provision of this ordinance is held to be invalid by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder of this ordinance 
shall not be affected. 

SECTION 5. Repeal of Laws in Conflict; All laws in conflict 
with any provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 6. Effective Date: The provisions of this ordinance 

shall become effective October 1, 1990.
